GERMAN CITIES 
RAIDED 


“GREAT DAMAGE” 
IN HAMBURG 


It was learned in London yesterday 
that Berlin was attacked on Saturday 
night. 

A heavy attack was made by strong 
forces of the Bomber Command on 
shipyards and industrial quarters at 
Hamburg, and smaller forces attacked 
Emden, Rotterdam and Bremen. 

A British Am Ministry communiqué 
stated yesterday :'— 

** Last night a strong force of air- 
craft of the Bomber Command attacked 
the shtpyards and industrial -quarters 
of Hamburg. “The damage dóne was 
very great, and many large fires were 
left burning. Smaller forces attacked 
the ports of Bremen, Emden and 
Rotterdam, and objectives in Berlin. 

“Other aircraft attacked enemy 
shipping. A Naval vessel was hit, 
and two supply ships were damaged. 

‘In the brilltant moonlight many 
combats took place between our 
bombers and enemy fighters. In a 
number of these engagements the 
enemy was seen to be hit and broke 
off action. Two enemy fighters are 
known to have been ais ed, and 
several others were probably destroyed. 


Seven of our bombers are missing. 
““áAnrcraft” ofthe “Coustat ‘eoutnand| 


attacked enemy supply ships and the 
docks and oil stores at La Pallice. 
Many fires were seen in the oil stores 
and the refinery, and much dama 
was done to dockside buildings. Other 
aircraft of the Coastal Command 
attacked. shipping off the Dutch and 
Dantsh coasts. , 

“No aircraft of the Coastal Com- 
mand is missing from these operations.” 

Industrial plant and factories, their 
chimneys standing up like black nine- 
pins against the moonlit waterways, 
were easy targets for British bomb- 
armers. 

Sticks of high explosives fell across 
goods yards and railway tracks, and 
yet more fires added to the destruction 
in the submarine building yards. 

In one district a great fire roared 
up, one of many which the pilots 
declared appeared to be altogether 
beyond control. It was not only a 
night of formidable bombing, but also 
of a marked success against the many 
fighters which were put up to help 
ground defences. ,Four aircraft are 
known to have been destroyed, and 
at least another two were severely 
damaged.

For several hours London was heavily 
bombed as continuous waves of raiders

At times the spectacle was awe-inspir- 
ing, for while in some areas billows uf 
smoke blotted out, the light of the full 
moon, in others a blizzard of sparks 
lighted up the scene ina sinister golden 
glow. 

An Air Ministry and Ministry of 
Home Security communiqué stated that 
London was attacked by enemy air- 
craft and was bombed heavily for 
several hours. Reports show that the 
number of casualties is high and that 
considerable damage has been done. 

Outside London bombs were dropped 
at many points, particularly in the 
South-East and in East Anglia. Small 
number of people are reported to have 
been killed but nowhere is the damage 
extensive. Qn Saturday evening some 
bombs were dropped at a point in the 
South-West. .

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RAIDERS SHOT DOWN 


Giving details of how some of the 
raiders were destroyed, the Air 
Ministry News Service states that a 
French Flight Lieutenant on patrol 
saw a German raider caught by search- 
lights over London. He closed in and 
after his first attack saw the bomber 
dive. Following 1t down for more than 
7,000 feet, he saw it explode on the 
ground. ! 

A Czech sergeant-pilot of the same 
squadron intercepted another. bomber 
returning home and destroyed it, The 
squadron leader also attacked one and 
watched it plunge in flames into a 
fire burning on the ground. 

One: pilot destroyed two bombers 
within a few minutes of each other 
after a chase to the Dutch coast. He 
caught one up at only 300 feet and 
near an aerodrome. At the first attack 
the raider blew into a great mass of 
flame. As soon as the fighter pilot 
had recovered from the glare he saw 
another bomber take off from the aero- 
drome. He gave it a long burst from 
his guns and it went straight into the 
ground and broke up. he fighter 
was now down to fifty feet and had to 
climb quickly to avoid “ flak.” 
During the raid a iarge’ number of 
heavy bombs were dropped. Thousands 
of incendiaries started fires and build- 
ings damaged in previous. raids suffered 
again. Farly esterday roads were 
criss-crossed sith hoses as the fire- 
fighting went on.

RAIN OF EXPLOSIVES 


HOTEL HIT BY 
BOMB 
SEVERAL EILLED IN 
CROWDED BASEMENT 


bomb: crashed through the roof of a 
London hotel and exploded in the 
basement in which many of the 140 
guests and hotel employés were 
sheltering. Several persons are un- 
accounted for. Members of rescue 
squads, tired but determined, worked 
incessantly through yesterday after- 
noon. In half an hour they recovered 
three hodies, Occasionally pieces of 
wreckage fell from the floors above, 
but the rescuers stopped work only 
when a mobile canteen brought a wel- 
come supply of tea and buns, and 
then only in relays. 
“We know there are some dead 
people there, but we are concentratin 
on the possibility of others being stil 
alive;.so we must keep at It,” wwid one. 
Daring the night injured survivors 
were treated at a tal whose few 
intagt windows had been blasted on to 
the ‘pavement. Throughout the day 
anxious relatives called at the hotel. 


MANY BURIED IN FLATS 


One London area received its worst 
battering of the war. A street corner 
of shops. was bombed, and rescue 
parties worked by daylight to reach 
people, estimated at about eight, under- 
neath. Seven wére entombed under the 
ruins of a demolighed block of flats. 
In other flats and houses wrecked resi- 
dents owed their lives to the fact that 
they were in tube shelters. They re- 
turned to find their homes destroyed. 

Some firemen were hurt on duty. 
Mobile canteens toured streets to carry 
food and drink to firemen and police. 
Units of the W.V.8. came from distant 
places in the Home Counties to assist. 


SUNDAY NIGHT QUIET 


The sirens sounded before black-out 
in the London area last night. A ‘plane 
and gunfire were -heard, but the 
‘‘ raiders passed ’’ sounded soon after. 

The Air Ministry and Ministry of 
Home Security communiqué, issued 
later, said: “ There is nothing to 
report.” 


GERMAN STATEMENT 
RAID AS A “REPRISAL”

To-day’s German High Command 
communiqué says :— 

‘‘During the last few nights the 
British Air Force again methodically 
bombed the residential quarters of 
various German towns, including the 
capital of the Reich. 

‘“‘ As a reprisal, strong forces of the 
German Air Force last night carried 
out an extensive attack on London. In 
successive waves, German ‘planes 
dropped high explosive bombs of all 
calibro and tens of thousands of in- 
cendiary bombs on London during the 
whole of the night and in good visi- 
bility. 

“Large fires in the Thames loop, 
articularly in the commercial and 

illwall docks, as well as between 
Waterloo Bridge and the Victoria 
Docks, testified to the effectiveness of 
the attack. A sea of flame north-west 
of the Thames “2 was visible 100 
kilometres (about miles) away. 

‘‘Other bomber formations destroyed

WORLD’S LARGEST 
HALL 


What some consider the most magni- 
ficent roof in the world—that of West- 
minster Hall, with its soaring arches 
and sweeping beams of oak— been 

ierced by bombs, and dama has 

n done to the interior. The hall 
was started by William Rufus in 
1097. It is thought ‘to be the largest 
hall in the world, with a roof un- 
supported by pillars, the length being 
938 feet the breadth 68 feet, and the 
height 90 feet. : 

Big Ben although hit, by a high ex-

Only slight damage was done 
to part of the masonry just above the 
clock. The Deanery of Westminster 
Abbey, one of the most perfect 
medieval houses in England, has been 
destroyed, and the Dean and his wife 
have nothing left but the clothes they 
were wearing.

WESTMINSTER 
ABBEY 


PARTLY UNROOFED 


Westminster Abbey is now open to 
the sky. The roof over the lantern, 
the low, square tower at the centre 
of the building, has fallen in. The 
lantern is absolutely the centre point 
of the Abbey. at is where the 
wey “ra and Coronation Chair are set 
or the crowning of the Kings and 
Queens of England. Walks of cloisters 
are flooded, but the cloisters, like the 
rest of the fabric of the Abbey, are 
uninjured. “Part of the débris of the 
Dean’s House has fallen on Cloister 
Garth, the historic square of turf in 
the middle of the cloisters. The roof 
of the lantern was destroyed by an 
incendiary bomb. Roof timbers were 
all burned, and the timbers and vault- 
ing have fallen down on the floor of 
the crossing—the central space where 
the transepts and the choir of ,the 
Abbey intersept. While a réporter 
was ay the débris with Mr. 
A. L. N. Russell, architect to West- 
minster School, several tons of 
masonry from the injured lantern fell 
within a few yards of their feet as 
they stood talking. The pulpit has 
been ‘partly destroyed. A considerable 
amount of damage, Mr. Russell said, 
must necessarily be done by the water 
which is streaming down from the 
roof. The fact of outstanding im- 
portance is that the most historic 
parts of the Abbey are quite unin- 
jured, The eastern part of the Abbey, 
where the Royal tombs are situated, 
is intact. The sanctuary and the 
eastern chapels containing the Royal 
tombs escaped injury, 

“ The most architecturally important 
— of the Abbey buildings,” Mr. 

ussell said, ‘‘ have survived, and the 
fabric is intact. The fact that a nine- 
teenth century roof has been destroyed 
is not an irreparable thing, although 
the Abbey is now open to the sky.” 
The top of one of the pinnacles on the 
western side of ‘the south transept has 
been: slightly. damaged. 

In addition to the Deanery, three 

houses in the Little Cloisters were 
burst out—Canon Barry’s house, the 
House of Dr. Bullock, the organist, 
and No. 2, the house of the Precentor, 
the Rev. C. M. Armitage. 
In the midst of the ruins and the 
desolation around the Abbey a black 
redstart, a visitor from France, re- 
cently arrived, was flying about in 
the cloisters. Ten days ago the hen 
turned up. Mr. R , who is a keen 
ornithologist, has been watching this 
redstart from his office since its arrival. 
“H it breeds in the ruins of the 
Deanery it will be another romantic 
thing, don’t you think?” he asked. 


DEAN’S STATEMENT 


Wearing his surplice and sitting in a 
pew in the darkened Abbey in the 
early hours, calmly reading his Matins, 
Dr. Perkins, the sacristan, gave a re- 
porter a vivid account of the scene in 
the Abbey when the roof of the lantern 
fell in. 

“Despite every effort by a ‘large 
number of firemen and our own fire 
watchers,’’ he said, ‘‘ we were -unabie 
to get the flames in hand before the 
incendiaries destroyed the roof of the 
lantern, the pulpit and a great many 
of the pews, Before this happened we

THREE RAIDERS 
SHQT DOWN 


A British Air Ministry and Ministry 
of Home Security communiqué early this 
morning said that on Sunday evening 
aircraft which approached Dorset 
coast were intercepted, and few came 
inland. Fighters and fighter bombers 
also crossed the coast of Kast Kent and 
the Thames Estuary area, but these, 
too, came inland only a short distance, 
In these attacks three raiding aircraft 
are known -to have been destroyed, 
Bombs were dropped, but reports so 
far received indicate that there were 
no casualties and that little damage 
was done. 

Before midnight sirens again sounded 
in the London area. ’Planes were heard 
almost immediately. — (Press Associa- 
tion. )

but up to an early hour this morning 
it appeared unlikely that a big scale 
attack would develop on any, area.

R.A.F. RAIDS -ON 


CATANIA, COMISO AND 
TRIPOLI 


Extensive damage was caused to 
Axis aircraft at Catanta and Comiso 
a? on Saturday, says an R.A.F. 
Middle East communiqué. The attack, 
in mid-afternoon, came as a complete 
surprise, and was highly successful. 
At Catania three groups of He. 111s 
and one cluster of Ju. 88s were 
attacked. Full details were not seen, 
but undoubtedly. much damage was 
caused. Troops running from mess to 
shelter were machine-gunned, 

At Comiso, says the communiqué, 
the attack was even more successful. 
An Me. 109 was destroyed and about 
thirty officers running into the mess 
were machine-gunned. Two of our 
aircraft, following up the attack, set 
fire to one Ju. 52, three bombers, and 
two other aircraft. The fire and smoke 
caused, made it easy for subsequent 
aircraft to locate the target, and upon 
their arrival they dived and attacked 
a cluster of twin-engined aircraft, some 
of which were set on fire. Another 
Ju. 52 was left blazing. 


AT TRIPOLI 


During last night win gy! heavy 
bombers attacked Tripoli Harbour, 
says the communiqué, Several direct 
hits were registered on the Spanish 
Mole, resulting in one large explo- 
sion and several fires. One stick of 
bombs landed on the power station. 
Several sticks burst across the 
harbour, but the result could not be 
seen, owing to a smoke screen. In- 
cendiary bombs started a number of 
other fires. From these successful 
raids all our aircraft returned safely. 

Following upon a bombing raid by 
one of our aircraft, armoured cars of 
the R.A.F. occupied the fort uf 
Rutbah this morning (Sunday), says 
the communiqué. It will be. recalled 
that the aerodrome was occupied by 
our troops two days ago. The whole 
of this important area is now under 
our complete control.

WARSHIPS ATTACK 
LIBYAN BASES 


FLEET IN FIERCE AERIAL 
BATTLE 
4 Bae Royal Navy and R.A.F. 


_ have delivered new blows at 
Axis bases.and communications 
in Libya, it is stated in British 
communiqués. The supply base 
jat Benghazi was attacked twice 
on Thursday—in the morning 
by British warships and at night 
by British bombers. 

The official German News 
Agency reports a second British 
naval attack on Benghazi late 
on Saturday night. 

The R.A.F. also attacked aerodromes, 
transport and roads east of Tobruk. 
On the sea the Axis forces lost two 
supply ships—one of 35,000 and the 
other of over 5,000 tons. One carrying 
ammunition was blown sky-high. The 
two supply ships were intercepted and 
destroyed while approaching Benghazi 
Harbour. 

SEA FIGHT 


The full might of the German and 
Italian Adi ¥ ’ 
high Jevédl and dive bombers with 
swarms of fighters—made desperate 
bids to send part of the British Fleet 
to the bottom during the fierce battle 
which raged for hours in the Western 
Mediterranean on Thursday. The 
attacks were fruitless, and cost the 
Axis forces seven aeroplanes destroyed, 
five severely damaged, and others also 
damaged. Not one British vessel was 
damaged. 


DESERT HEAT 


What is believed to be almost a 
record heat wave is scorching the 
desert on the outskirts of Cairo, where 
the temperature is 119 degrees in the 
shade, says a Cairo message. This is 
a possible explanation of the slowing 
down of hostilities in the Tobruk area, 
where the sun must be making almost 
every part of the tanks and guns on 
both sides almost untouchable. . 

The communiqué from British 
G.H.Q., Cairo, yesterday read :— 

Libya.—In both Tobruk and Sollum 
areas our patrols have again been 
active. Casualties have been inflicted 
on the enemy, and a number of 
prisoners have been taken. 

Abyssinia.—Indian troops advancing 
from the north have captured two 
further important features in the Amba 
Alagi sector, taking 150 prisoners. 
Meanwhile our column advancing from 
the south have again made important 
headway, inflicting serious casualties 
on the Italian defenders. Further south 
operations are continuing satisfactory 
in every sector. 


ELECTRIC STORMS 


The Middle East R.A.F. com- 
muniqué yesterday stated that Derna 
Aerodrome, upon which a considerable 
number of aircraft were dispersed, was 
bombed sá the R.A.F. during the night, 
of 9th-10th May and Saturday. Electric 
storms, which were most, pronounced, 
prevented some aircraft reaching the 
target, but. others got there, and it is 
believed that the damage was consider- 
able. At Jedabaya some large troop- 
carrying aircraft were bom and 
damaged. British fighters maintained 
active patrols, and one ME. 109 was 
destroyed on Gazala Aerodrome as it 
was beginning to take off. A large 
number of Axis aircraft on the aero- 
drome were machine-gunned by British 
fighters. 

A. German communiqué states that 
three British tanks were destroyed dur- 
ing Saturday, and a number of 
prisoners and motor vehicles captured 
in the fighting in Tobruk area.

MEXICO’S DEBT 


Last week's report that an agreement 
had been reached between the United 
States and Mexico for the liquidation of 
the external debt of the latter country was 
received. with considerable reserve. It is 
probable that what is referred to is some 
inter-Governmental decision on general 
lines, rather than a detailed plan for pay- 
ing off foreign "Ei Fo 

Defanit on the external debt has now 
lasted for a very long time. ndeed, i 
can be said to date back to the yegr 
before the Great War of 1914-18, though 
one or two payments were made in the 
interval. If Mexico really intended to pay 
off the foreign debt (presumably by means 
of credit provided by America) it would be 
inferesting to learn what price the bond- 
holders would he offered for their securities. 
Any arrangement would probably be con- 
nected with some recognition of the rights 
of owners of expropriated oil lands. 


RUBBER SHARES 


The appointment of a Rubber Control 
and the restrictions placed upon “London 
dealings in the commodity have caused 
some dissatisfaction, and there is a ques- 
tion whether the agreement with the United 
States would not be broken if a free mar- 
ket no longer existed in London. The } 
position, however, shouki not prevent 
rubber-producing companies from earning 
satisfactory profits in the future, for, pre- 
sumably, with hmits, they will be able to 
sell as freely as hitherto, while there is 
no reason to look for a substantial fall 
in the price, but anything that militates 
against a free market for a product must 
have some influence upon shares of the 
companies that produce it.

Charles Stewart faced his judges beneath 
its magnificent hammer-beamed roof; Sir 
Thomas More and Warren Hastings were 
tried within its storied walls. Now, after 
nearly ten centuries, a single bomb has 
torn Westminster Hall asunder. The 
debating chamber of the House of 
Commons: also has been wrecked; but, 
somehow, in spite of its historic assocta- 
tions, its loss will not be felt so keenly 
as that of the Hall. Of the damage done 
to the Abbey, it is impossible to write, or 
to think, without emotion. Macaulay 
described it as “that temple of silence 
and reconciliation where the enmities cf 
twenty generations lie buried . . . the 
great Abbey, which has, during many 
ages, afforded a quiet resting-place to 
those whose minds and bodies have been 
shattered by the contentions of the great 
Hall.’ Burke spoke of the ‘‘silent 
touches of time’’ which gave to West- 
minster Abbey that atmosphere which is 
unique among the great buildings of the 
world. When the Spectator visited the 
Abbey with his friend, Sir Roger de 
Coverley, he listened with fascinated 
interest to the account of the lord who 
had cut off the King of Morocco’s head, 
and Sir Roger was ‘‘ very well pleased ”' 
to see the statesman Cecil on his knees. 
Having laid his hand upon Edward the 
Third's sword, and held forth on the 
virtues of the Black Prince, the old knight 
spent some time at the tomb of Edward 
the Confessor, remarking to his companion 
that he was the first who had touched for 
the evil. Addison himself is buried in 
the Abbey—with Dan Chaucer, Dryden, 
Pope, Browning, Tennyson, and a host of 
others who have created the glories of the 
English language. 
“ Here's an acre sown indeed 
With the richest royalest seed.” 

The mere fact that such a monument 
could be exposed to the devastating fury 
of aerial warfare is a cruel commentary on 
human wickedness and human folly. The 
brain of man has invented engines of 
destruction to efface the triumphs of his 


soul. Nothing is spared by the high- 
explosive bomb. Libraries, picture 


galleries, museums share with the sordid 
homes of the slum dwellers the horrors of 
annihilation from the sky ; and the end is 
not Recently there have been 
demands in Great Britain for reprisals

against German and Italian cities—as if 
the destruction of one work of art could 
be avenged by the destriiction of another. 
What a sin against the light the whole 
ghastly business is; can there be no limit 
to the futility of human hatred? ‘‘ When 
I look upon the tombs of the great,”’ 
wrote Addison, after a visit to Westminster 
Abbey two hundred and thirty years ago, 
‘‘every motion of envy dies in me; when 
I read the epitaphs of the beautiful, every

Sir Kenneth Clark, Director of the 
National Gallery, London, lectured on 
still life in the Abbey Theatre, 
Dublin, last night under the auspices 
of the Friends of the Nationa] Collec- 
tions, - 

The lecturer defined the principles 
underlying still-life painting, and out- 
lined the motives which ha peers ted 
painters like Cezanne, who had been 
able to put so much emotion into their 
still-life pictures. He demonstrated 
how still life played an important part 
in pictorial architecture, and he com- 
pared the work of various schools of 
vainting. Still-life painting, he feared, 
had not much of a future. Present- 
day life was much too ionate, and 
modern problems were too relentless to 
allow of the detachment which was 
necessary in the production of good 
still-life painting.

‘They could not, 
however, relax their attention to these 
crops until the harvest was in and 
saved, He expressed appreciation of 
the increases in Dublin from 2,000 last 
year to 6,500 this year in the number 
of plots and allotments. The pro- 
duct of these plots would be a valuable 
addition to their food supplies. — 

On the question_ of fuel, Mr, de 
Valera said that Yast year 3,800,000 
tons of turf were cut and used for 
domestic purposes, If they could 
double that this year they would have 
enough fuel to supply the deficiency of 
coal. They wanted turf producers to 
cut twice as much turf as last year, anc 
he assured them that every ton of turf 
cut woald be sold, and that the Govern- 
ment would take it at a reasonable 
price. It wouli take 40,000 workers 
for a period of five weeks to cut 
1,000,000 tons of turf. and they 
wanted an extra three to four millions. 
The difficulty was to get man power. 
There should not be a single person 
idle in the countryside at present. If 
people were not able to cut turf, they 
ete 2 at least be able to spread and 
oot it, ana help bring it te the road- 
side for transport. It would require a 
tremendous organisation to supply turf 
to the city. They could not Gane the 
poopie in the country without turf, 
ut the Government’s plan was to keep 
the supply of coal for the large centres 
like Dublin, and use the bogs in the 
neighbourhood of towns to meet the 
local needs. No coal would be sent to 
areas where turf was available. 
sere they could not hope to supply 

ublin with turf by means of any 
organisation from the city itself, They 
would have to get their supplies by 
way of service that would be got ftom 
other areas after these had met their 
own needs,

If that right should be chal- 
longed, we have got to make up our 
minds to be able to defend that mght 
to the utmost. If we have so to 
defend it, then problems connected 
with evacuation, fire-fighting, first aid 
and rescue work will arise, and in this 
connection the value of Parish Councils 
is evident.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I attended yesterday a lecture 
given by a young woman in a Dublin 
art gallery. It was on “ Sculpture,’ 
and was delivered to an audience of 
about fifty persons. After the lecture, 
which was short, and in which the 
subject was professionally dealt with, 
ths speaker was drawn out by ques- 
tions from the audience. Where two 
years ago these questions would have 
dealt with how best to render the 
‘subject’ of a piece of sculpture, this 
fairly average audience (which did, 
however, — several prominent 
artists) discussed the esthetic problems 
and one’s emotional reaction to good 


orm. 

“ What is good form? ’’ was the main 
question. It is true that the audience 
was in the mood to compromise. The 
emotional content of form, accepted 
per se, was disputed, and behind many 
sa gra put to the lecturer one could 
eel the desire to say: “ But don't, you 
think that, apart from form, there is 
a spiritual content in certain sculpture 
which ho one can approach or ex- 
plain?” 

The lecturer, however, stood out 
against this irrational idea, and found 
some difficulty in explaining that 
significant form depends solely on its 
diversity ot direction or three dimen- 
sional realisation; that the spectator 
was moved spiritually or emotionally, 
whether he realised it or not, by the 
purely formal spatial relationships of 
the shapes. 

This was not so acceptable. It is not 
an easy ey . for us to feel that the 
irtist serves his own god and can only 
be pressed into the service of any other.

Srr,—In your leading article of 
May 9th we read :—‘‘If the vicious 
spiral of higher prices is allowed to 
come inte operation, etc., etc.” Now, 
Mr. Editor, why that ‘if’’? 

During the past month leeks have 
been on sale at one shilling each; young 
scallions uo thicker than a pencil, are 
three halfpence each, and tiny cabbage 
plants at fourpence each. To cook 
these vegetable. we are offered an 
inferior spongy turf at one shilling a 
dozen vide. i 

It seems strange that in agricultural 
Eire we mus‘ pay two hundred per 
cent. more for vegetables than the 
people pay in industrial England. 

In most gardens managed by the 
working classes vegetables are priced 
at almost the same high figure as in 
the shops, so we can’t blame the 
middle man, 1 have just been in a 
arden where leeks, rhubarb and 
ttuces are being sold at one-third of 
the prices demanded in shops and plots. 
The only explanation for the moderate 
prices being that the proprietor of this 
garden is an old-fashioned aristocrat— 
one of the last ot his class in Eire. 
No doubt, there will be a glut of 
onions very soon, when this vegetable 
will be so plentiful that onion parties 
may take the place of the unhealthy

OBITUARY - 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL 

M. D. AHERN 
We regret to announce the death of 
Lieutenant-Colonel M. D. Ahern, 
O.B.E., late R.A.M.C., which took 
place in Dublin on Saturday. Colonel 
Ahern, a member of a well-known Cork 
family, was born in 1876, the son of 
the late Mr. Timothy Ahern, J.P., 
Marysbro’, Glanmire. He was 
educated at Clongowes Wood College, 
and at the former Queen’s College, 
Cork. Having graduated in medicine 
he entered the Royal Army Medical 
Corps and served in India, where he 
earned a high reputation not only as 
a doctor, but as an all-round sports- 
man. In sport he was best known as 
a gentleman rider, who won an un- 
usually large number of steeplechases. 
Before the last war he was transferred 
to Bermuda, where he remained for 
some years. In the early ‘twenties he 
was one of a special Plague Commia- 
sion which spent two and a half years 
on the Gold Coast investigating out- 
breaks of plague in various parts oi 
the country, and, on his return to 
England, he was appointed Assistant 
Director of Hygiene and Pathology, 
Western Command.

Anyway, most of those who are using 
petrol are so glad to get it that they 
don’t worry much about the price. The 
present is a time for work, where one 
can find it; the time for worry will 
be when the war ends and great 
problems of reconstruction, social, civic, 
industrial and economic, have to be 
faced. 

What, then, will be the place of the 
motorist in society? Will he still be 
taxed as though he were some peculiar 
oo that had limitless resources or 
that had to be repressed by financial 
penalties? At present, according to my 
calculations, the Fig of an 8 h.p. car 
is paying 19s. ver month in petrol 
duty, road tax coil icence fee—19s. 2d. 

for 80-100 miles on the four gallons 
basis of rationing. He also is payin 

the Government—or, father, has paid 
the Government—the import duties on 
various parts of Iris car, together with 
a slice of additional cost for the 
privilege of having it assembled in the 
twenty-six counties. 

As the war continues petrol is almost 
certain to rise in price. + a result of 
the last war the price gallon rose 
from Is. 9d. (includin Sa. tax) in 1914 
to 4s, ód. (including '64. tax) in August, 
1920. “ What will motorists do when 
their petrol is costing about 5s. a 
gallon? Most of them almost certainly 
will stop motoring or take to motor 
bicycles. However, there is no use 
speculating about "far-off days. The 
job to-day is to put the petrol allowance 
to the best possible use.

or indignation, but he rarely ‘admits that 
he was really in the wrong. us friends 
sympathise and back him up. The result 
is that though, if the fine is stiff, he may 
feel sorry for himself, he does not feel 
sorry for what he has done. ; 

If, in place of our present legion of 
rules and regulations, wo had a general 
code, like the Highway Ccde, as the basis 
of the law, we should have something that 
every driver could: read and understand. and 
with the fairness and rightness of which, 
in the abstract, he could hardly ms pd 
If, again, in place of our present J.P.’s 
and magistrates, we had a panel of skilled 
drivers on the Bench to hear the circum- 
stances and decide whether the defendant 
had, in fact, behaved in a selfish or care- 
less or dangerous way. he would be much 
more likely to accept their verdict and 
possibly even feel somewhat ashamed of 
himself than he is likely to do under the 
present system. 

Finally, he could no longer pose as a 
martyr to red tape or the anti-motoring 
hias of the Bench. He would have been 
judged in a true sense by his peers—by 
better and more experienced drivers than 
himself—and he could not get away with 
the signing of a cheque and a shrug of his 
shonlders as the rich owner can usually 
do to-day.
